• Karen was still carrying a bag 
"containing a dozen eggs and a 
newspaper that she had been sent 
to the store to get. .*' 
. Mrs. "Van Patten said the girl 
came to the home shortly after 
4 p.m. and she thought it was a 
neighborhood child .who was lost. 

Mrs. Van Patten said Hie 
youngster ashed to use the tele- 
phone to call her mother and 
after Mrs. Johnson was convinced 



her daughter was really on the 
telephone: a police squad car was 
sent to the home to get her. 

Karen told her parents that the 
man did not mistreat her and 
that she had slept most of the 
time during, the day. . She could 
not accurately describe the man 
except that he was driving a dark 
colored car.

In County 

Departmental reports collected 
by the Lake County Information 
Office for the J908 calendar year 
indicate a tremendous increase in 
work load ,hy the various dlvl* 

sions in county- government ^ili 

County Clerk Truman Gcrrel- 
scn's office handled two elections, 
the primary last spring and the 
general election in November; 
conducted schools for election 
judges prior to balloting; handled 
the registration of the county's 
147,595 voters; recorded 6.27U 
births, 2,351 deaths, and issued 
4,864 marriage licenses: 

The Clerk is also responsible 
for keeping the official super- 
visors record book, register all 
notaries _ public, issues 1 certift* 
cates of magistry, swears in all 
- public officials of the county, and 
issues assumed business registra- 
tion forms according to State law. 
Circuit Clerk, Stephanie Sul- 
ihin's office handled a 'total -'of 
53,230 cases' filed between Dec. 
1, 1067 and Nov. 30, 1968. Of 
this number 51,517 cases were 
terminated. Included were 1,076 
divorces granted, 54 separate 
maintenance decrees and 13 an 
nulmcnts. 

The Circuit Clerk also collected 
$752,869 in traffic fines; $12,872 in 
library fees; and $181,785 in sup- 
port money for distribution. 

County Recorder of ■ Deeds 
Frank Nuslra reports there were 
42,009 documents recorded in the 
fiscal year I960, plus 6,627 financ- 
== ing statements, 93 subdivision 
plats and 30 miscellaneous. plats. 
The documents include such 
things as land deeds on homes 
and vacant properly, military dis- 
charge pnpers, etc. Fees col- 
lected by the Recorder arc the 
highest for any county office. 
Last year they amounted to 
$112,773. Excess earnings which 
were turned over to the county 
came to $200,000. ( 

Coroner Orville S. "Pat" Cla- 
vcy made his annual report pub- 
lic last week. It shows heart 
disease led the lisL of killers in 
the county for 1968. At the same 
time the number of traffic 
L deaths decreased to 90, the low- 
est figure since 1962. 

There were 36 suicides, 20 
drownings and 14 crib deaths dur- 
ing the year . The Coroner hon- 
dlccda total of 405 cases,' an in- 
crease over (he previous twelve 
month period.

Wcstlund, who came to Antioch 
in 1940, has been a member of 
the Antioch Grade School Board 
and put in 14 years with the Anti- 
och Rescue Squad, retiring as a 
captain. 

Cunningham said he is seek- 
ing to fill his slate with a candi- 
date for trustee from Oakwood 
Knolls. . ■ ■ .

"We hope lo find a candidate 
from Oakwood Knolls that will fill 
the bill." 

Cunningham said that he had 
several things in mind for im- 
proving the village but thai lie 
would announce them as the cam- 
paign progressed.

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Equal Protection 

J. Edgar Hoover, head of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation,, is now advocating that the aver- 
age citizen be given a break similar to those being 
given to the lawbreaker. 

- We agree wholeheartedly. - 

Hoover advocates that we bring the matter 
of crime and the criminal back into balance with 
the safety and welfare of the public. 

He says that concern and pity for the law- 
breaker cannot be permitted to deprive the peace- 
ful citizens of his rights and freedom. 

We feel that his opinion on this matter 
should cany a great deal of weight and we sub- 
scribe to that theory. 

In a recent message from the FBI Hoover 
says: 

'"Palliative policies and appeasement are 
producing soaring crime rates and filling pur 
streets with criminals who should be in jail." 

We are of the opinion that the courts have 
taken a most lenient attitude towards the^erini- 
inal element and has put' the law-abiding citizen 
in the position of having his rights- violated with- 
out recourse. 

Hoover points out that crime has become so 
rampant in some areas that merchants are in- 
timinated by thugs who walk away with mer- 
chandise and nothing is done. ,. - '• - 

He. says. that more and more businesses are 
adopting policies not to accommodate the buying 
public but to protect their property and thwart 
criminal, assaults on their employes. 

We feel that those who abide, by the law. 
should, at least, have equal protection to that of 
those who break the law. 

We feel that we are not getting that same. 
right because of the court's rulings. 

One thing that makes us feel that way is that 
the average law-abiding citizen ran the risk of 
becoming the victim of_a s erious cri me 15 per 
cent more often in 1967 and a like increase in 
1968. 

Fear has forced the citizen to stay off the 
streets at night, caused him to become suspicious 
of strangers and confined him to a* small circle 
of acquaintances. 

We deplore this situation. 

We advocate harsher punishment for law- 
breakers and a return to the days when you can 
let your youngster go to the store in the evening 
hours without fear that he might be mugged or 
even worse.

ent tax structure and limit the 
kind and magnitude of any per- 
missible state income tax. 

Crowley, executive vice presi- 
dent of Northern Illinois -Gas 
Company, Aurora, said. the State 
Chamber commends and whole- 
hoartcdly supports Governor-elect 
Riciiard Ogilvic in seeking in: 
creased government efficiency 
and expenditure control, as well 
uk his efforts to secure additional 
lcdcral funds with fewer restric- 
tions. 

"However, after all efforts to i 
control spending and increase ef- 
ficiency have been exhausted and 
alter maximum utilization of all 
state and federal revenue sourc- 
es, it appears there stilt may be 
.aLucedlior_substanl ial amounts 
of additional revenue," Crowley 
added. "In (his event, despite 
long-standing policy of consistent 
opposition to a state income tax 
in Illinois, the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce reluc- 
tantly would support ' enactment 
of a flat-rate state income lax 
with certain limitations."

A percentage of the funds col- 
lected each January by the 
March of Dimes supports a broad 
spectrum of scientific studies de- 
vised to uncover more about the 
mechanisms which cause more 
than 1,000 different birth defects 
and to find means of control or 
prevention. . . 

In these studies scientific ex- 
pertise in the laboratory and ex- 
perience with . patients are of 
equal importance. The line be- 
tween basic research in the lab- 
oratory and clinical research in 
treating patients is a fine one, 
frequently crossed by research 
grantees and clinicians in the 
searcli for new and better ways 
to fight birth defects. 

In the Metropolitan Chicago 
area, one of the March of. Dimes 
grantees is Henry L. Nadler, M. 
D., Associate Professor of Pedi- 
atrics at Northwestern Univer- 
sity Medical School and, as of 
Jan. 1, 196$), v'JIc,ad^ 1 pL.thc~.Divl-. 
s'tnn of Genetics and Biochemis- 
try at Children's Memorial Hos- 
pital. 

Dr. Nadler, a forceful and in- 
spiring young physician, ■ has for 
the past three years been work- 
ing on a technique in which he 
extracts from, the pregnant 
mother's amniotic sac a bit of, 
the fluid which surrounds the 

-fetus. A.f.t^e_r__micrqscopJcally 

studying the cells contained in 
the fluid, he can discern early in 
the pregnancy (usually in the 
first 14 weeks) if the woman is 
carrying a deformed child. 
Chromosomal abnormalities can 
be detected, as can a number of 
biochemical ones. 

This technique, called amnio* 
contests, is available in the Chi- 
cago area and its possibility of 
potential risk has been proven to 
o minimal. 

II is a routine procedure at 
Children's Memorial Hospital for 
referred, selected pregnant wom- 
en over., forty. ' Dr. Nadler feels 
It should he routine for all high 
risk mothers in the United States. 

This high risk group would in- 
clude women under twenty as 
well as over forty, drug-users, 
women whose laboratory studies 
have shown evidence of chromo- 
somal breaks, and women who' 
have a history of birth defects in 
their families. 

Unfortunately this procedure Is 



not routine for these women be- 
cause there arc only three areas 
in the United States where physi- 
cians arc performing the tech- 
nique—in Chicago, Cleveland, and 
Washington, D.C. In addition, 
most women do not even know 
that such a technique exists. . 
_ J This..lack,of_knowledgej)n the 
part of expectant mothers is due 
to the -fact that the procedure is 
relatively new and has been 
mainly for the benefit of physi- 
cians rather than the general 
'public. ,/:■ 

Dr. Nadler is striving to refine 
both the precision of his procc 
dure as well, as to increase the 
number of abnormalities that can 
be delected. As he refines the 
technique, he hopes to encourage, 
its duplication at other medical 
institutions throughout the United 
Slates. ,' ; /i ?Jr 

Dr. Nadlcr's work points up the 
new dilemmas facing modern 
medicine. It- is— ono thing to 
have, the ability , to successfully 
predict the presence of a defec- 
tive developing fetus, and an- 
other entirely to act on this new- 
found knowledge. Depending on 
the severity of the abnormality, 
continuation or interruption of the 
pregnancy may be questioned. 

And beyond these, choices exists 
the new and fascinating possibil- 
ity of treating the defective con- 
dition white "Hie fetus - is^stlll 
within the uterus. Such in-t he- 
womb surgery and genetic engin- 
eering will surely be the next 
breakthrough. . 

"I owe a great deal of my suc- 
cess in this project to the March 
of Dimes," commented Dr. Nad- 
ler. "At present the $27,064 
grant they have given me sup- 
ports more than 50 per cent of 
my work. I could never continue 
my research at Us current pace 
without it." • •■' 

The March of Dimes campaign 
this January not only supports 
the work of Dr. Nadler, but of 
many other physicians and sci- 
entists all across the United 
States. Iq 1068, more than $4 
million March of Dimes dollars) 
were poured into just such re- 
search projects.
